Kver.v one of the four starters for tin* last rae 
had substantial baekin;;, but Bedouin was tinally 
made the favorite. Third was the best he could 
do. Sea Wolf landin;; tirst pa^t the winnin;; liir 
and t;ivlnjr Mr. Whitney his third race of the 
afteriKMUi. Hon Creole easily defeated Bedouin 
and the former eraek, t'airn;;orm. was a beaten off 
last.

'I'liat tlien* will mit be any racing in 'rejinessee 
for the next four years at least is the opinion of 
Gaplain Janies H. Rees of .Meiuidiis, 'I'he New 
Memidiis Jockey (’liih, he says, has decided to keep 
i»s track and grounds at Moiitgoiner.v Dark intact, 
luit is willing to sell the steel grandstand. The 
anti-betting racing s«*ntiinent. wliieli now has liolil 
of Hie people thronghoiit the state first originated 
with Hie liolding of a mid summer meeting at .Mem- 
phis June 17. to July S. l'.M»5. 'I'lie liusiness men 
of Hiat city. Hieretofore. had always eoiitrihnted 
their timiiieial and moral snp|MUt to the spring 
iiieetings. Ipit wi.en Hie uiid-snmnier meeting was 
eniioiineed. they not only witlih»*Id Hieir timiiieial 

support, but did everything Hiey i-oiild in the way 
of protest against the venture*, even to Hie extent 
of forluddiiig emi'loyes from at tending, whleh had 
never been done before. 'I’lie antagonism spread 
to all parts of Hn* state and heeame a polnieal 

issue ill Hie stale election last fait. Governor 

l’atti*rson. Hioiight friendly to racing when i*leeted, 
devoted a paragraph in Hu* original draft of liis 
inaugural message attacking lietting on race tracks 
as |:ernieions ganiiding. but was finally persuaded 
to leave It out of the message read before the

Iiowever. he im- 
im*«liately signed it. Gaplain Rees is of Hu* opinion 
tliat Hiere is little liope for racing during the next 
administration, no matter whieli party is victorious 
at the t'olls and that if racing is ever again per- 
mitted in 'reTiiu*s.see it will l»t* cleanly eondueted l»y 
'i'eiinesseeans on 'rennessee ideals and no siiiniiier 
meetlii-:s or syndicate liettiiig rings will Ik* tol- 
erated.

A daily 
average of 2 <n» w’orknu-n has been used from the be- 
iiiiiiiig. 'I'lie track, when opened, w'ill be as thor- 
oughly niiNlerii a racing plant as Gily l*aik. The 
work is to Im* completed by NovemlK*r IP. None 
of the lM*autiful trc*es or snrronndiiigs lias been dis- 
turbed. 

When it was decided to tear away tlie edd grand- 
stand and old paddork and ottiees, Hu* entire steel 
framework of Hu* l iiion I’ark racing plant at St. 
Lonis was piirehaseil and brought to New Orleans. 
This stand is now in place, is .'MiP fc*ct long and its 
tiers of .seals ma.v easily Is* iner(*ased, althongli at 
present it will easily aecoinnuMlate from to 

4.IMMI people. 'I’he tiers of seats are not nearly so 
steep as at Hu* Gity I’ark track, and much r«K>in is 
left on the highest sIoih* to imrmit of ladles’ 
dressing riMUiis and the customary open space. whicU 
is nearly 2PP feet long, and bmks down on the 1 k* 1- 
ting ring. The lM*tting ring itsc»If is double us large 
as I be old ring and extremely eouveuient and com- 
moiiioiis. 

'Flu* ii.’iinting is rapidly lH*lng eompleted, all tlia 
eai’iienter work having lM*eu tiiiislied.* and tlu* w’ork 
of installing fixtures and luiilding the imiiiensi* 
c'uicretc* ll(M»r for tlu* basement to Hie stand will 
take some weeks to aeeoniidisli, wlieii Hie stand 
will Ik* linislied. 

’Flu* ceilings of botli tlu* liasenu'iit and the grand- 
stand jU’o[(er are vaniislied idiu'*, all steel work and 
trininiings Imiiig in bine. 'Fhe rich-grained idne 
makes tlie color effect Idne and gold, delicate and 
lM‘antifnl. 

Besidc*s the thousands of seats in the gradually- 
rising ticTs, there will Ik* the usual iMives In front, 
all of the stand seats overlooking the track to 
|H*rfection. 'Fhe promenade at the top and rear of 
tlu* grandstand is to be* healed. 

'I’he paddiM’k. wliiidi is one of the biggest in tlu* 
■onntry. will be closed all around, fiid none of the 
tborouglibreds will be allowed to cati-li cold tbi.s 
winter on account of wind blowiag on them 1 h*- 
tween races. it is 72 by 155 feet and eontaiii.s 
twenty stalls. Tlu* oflice of the Oescent Git.v 
IiK-key Gliib will adjoin tlie imddock, bc*ing under 
Hu* S'lme rcM»f. 

The liiindreds of stables which Hank the course 
have lM*c*n thoroughly overhauled and put in ex- 
cellent repair, new riMifs having lieen given praeti- 
iilly all of them. The Grescent Gity Glnh lias 
also built a Ii iiidsome new stable, containing nearly 
a hundred stalls, in which the ordiu.py work horses 
mid stock will Ik* iioiised. 

’Flu* reconslriii’t ion of the lra«*k was begun at Hu* 
same time With the stand, and hundreds of loads of 
dirt have been hauled from Geiitilly Road and Mar- 
ney Gaiial at eoiisidei’alde expense. Billy Myer, who 
has lM*en general suiM*rintendeiit of the track for 
the p.ist thri*t* ,v«*ais, has made wonderful prioress 
with the const nietioii of tlu* track, arehiteet 
lioiig’s plans calling for it to lu* niov<*d fifteen feet
